Mr.  Chairman,  "rs  Bryant  and  Gentlemen, 

Cncc  again  I have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report. 

1958  was  not  a year  in  which  there  were  any  groat  developments 
to  report,  and  the  body  of  this  report,  therefore,  records  details  and 'trends 
in  the  matters  affecting  the  health  of  the  people. 

Births  were  slightly  less  than  in  1957  - among  small  communities 
peaks  in  births  arc  common  in  alternate  years.  Deaths  continued  to  decline 
year  by  year  and  we  now  record  a death  rate  little  more  then  half  the 
National  average,  whilst  this  is  very  encouraging  it  poses  an  increasing 
housing  and  welfare  problem  - those  who  do  not  die  must  be  kept  in  the 
community,  as  active  and  happy  as  possible,  but  accident  and  illness  must 
be  catered  for,  and  relatives  are  not  always  to  hand. 

I must  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  gratitude  for  the 
"Meals  on  7 heels"  service  and  the  hope  that,  with  further  volunteers,  it 
will  be  possible  to  extend  the  service. 


Much  of  your  Medical  Officer* s time  during  the  year  was  taken 
up  in  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  - a monotonous  but  meticulous 
task. 


A satisfactory  proportion  of  children  have  been  protected  but 
the  older  ago  groups  are  most  dilatory.  Neither  the  pleas  of  the  Medical 
Officers  nor  the  epedanic  at  / arket  Ik  .sen  - with  four  deaths  - had  half 
the  effect  of  the  death  of  one  footballer.  Avon  that  has  now  faded,  and 
for  the  first  time  a stock  of  vaccine  has  built  up  in  the  excess  of 
demand.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  a widespread  effort  was  made  to  bring 
up  to  date  the  other  forms  of  protection  against  disease  that  had  been 
postponed  in  the  effort  to  avert  a summer  epedemic  of  poliomyelitis.

Preventive  Measures 

Protection  against  Diphtheria,  ' .hooping  Cough  and  Tetanus  is  new 
generally  provided  in  infancy  e.s  a set  of  three  injections.  A booster 
dose  is  available  and  to  be  recommenced  at  5 years  of  age  whilst  a 
further  booster  at  10  years,  omitting  the  whooping  cough  component,  will 
give  protection  against  the  killers  up  to  the  age  the  patient  can  decide 
for  himself  what  risks  he  will  take. 


Poliomyelitis  vaccination  has  been  given  great  priority  end  remains 
available  to  all  up  to  25,  to  expectant  mothers  and  to  certain  other 
specially  susceptible  groups.

Phils t it  remains  difficult  to  persua.de  the  young  patients  of  this, 
it  remains  true  that  efforts  are  continuously  being  made  to  reduce  the 
number  of  ;ijabs!'  required  without  risking  life  or  health. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  a sequence  of  injections  at  early  school 
age  should  be  avoided  as  far  as  possible  and,  indeed,  the  primary  need 
for  it  arises  merely  from  the  neglect  of  parents  who  fail  to  protect  their 
children  in  the  vital  early  years.

~ bat  Inspection 

There  is  relatively  little  difficulty  in  this  since 
Horncastle  ceased  to  he  the  central  killing  point  for  the  large  surrounding 
area, 

A substantial  number  of  animals  axe  still  killed  for 
local  butchers,  considerably  greater  than  1957* 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  proportion  formed 
to  be  diseased  continues  to  decline.  There  was  a small,  insignificant 
rise  in  disease  among  sheep  and  lambs. 

Figures  are  now  provided  for  the  first  time,  of 
cysticerosis  in  animals  - the  condition  which  gives  rise  to  tapeworm 
in  human  beings  if  the  meat  is  not  thoroughly  cooked.  This  risk  can  be 
removed  by  prolonged  refrigeration,  but  butchers  are  unwilling  to  offer 
"measly"  meat  for  sale  and  would  generally  prefer  its  outright  condemnation. 
In  fact,  no  animal  suffering  from  cysticerosis  was  slaughtered' in 
Horncastle, 


Other  _ F pods 


The  othervf oods  reported  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector 
as  surrendered  for  condemnation  consist  entirely  of  tinned  foods  and 
include  damaged  containers.  The  battered  state  of  some  tins  needs  to 
be  seen  to  be  believed  and  although  some  on  opening,  proved  to  have 
wholesome  contents,  it  was  necessary  to  condemn  them  since  they  were 
unsaleable. 

In  fact,  a f ant  stic  quantity  of  tinned  food  is 
consumed  in  this  area  and  the  proportion  condemned  is  infinitismal. 


The  quantity  of  tinned  food  used  in  the  area  may,  be 
regarded  in  either . of  two  ways  - either  an  increased  desire  to  enjoy 
exotic  foods,  some  of  which  are  very  good,  or,  alternatively,  a result 
of  inadequate  storage  and  cooking  facilities  in  many  homes.  The 
number  of  home  -ms  leers  who  also  do  a part  or  full-time  job  swells  the 
consumption  of  tinned  goods  for  it  cannot  be  denied  that'  it  is  quicker 
to  serve  tinned  foods  than  to  prepare  fresh  ones.  Nevertheless  an 
ancient  cr..ft  is  being  lost,  even  though  a new  skill  is  developing  that 
of  blending  various  types  of  tinned  and  fresh  food  to  a palatable 
variation. 


The  Horncastle  Rater  Company,  as  might  have  been  expected 
in  such  a summer,  had  no  difficulty  in  meeting  the  demand,  and  no 
anxiety  was  felt  about  the  quality  cf  the  water,  despite  two  samples 
out  of  L 5 which  were  not  up  to  the  usual  class  I. 
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To  interpret  the  laboratory  results  requires  a knowledge  of  the 
very  high  standard  required  to  qualify  for  Class  I,  secondly  that  it 
is  entirely  possible,  even  probable,  tha.t  water  regularly  reported  as 
Class  IV  could  be  drunk  without  the  least  harm  provided  that  the 
reasons  underlying  this  low  grading  were  known. 

To  find  actual  disease -causing  germs  in  drinking  water  is  so 
phenomenally  rare  that  they  rre  not  normally  looked  for  - the  presence 
of  indicator  organisms  normally  found  in  manurial  matter  is  accepted  as 
laboratory  evidence  demanding  immediate  investigation. 

Hater  is  required  in  such  quantities  and  its  purification  is  so 
relatively  easy  once  enough  water  has  been  obtained,  that  few  natural 
sources  are  used  which  would  naturally  approach  Class  I.  Chlorination 
is  always  used  on  all  but  the  smallest  semi -private  systems,  even 
though  in  many  cases  the  water  would  be  quite  potable  without.  The 
Springs  which  supply  the  Cawkwell  water  works  ore  well  protected  from 
direct  contamination  and  the  organisms  which  show  up  on  the  rare 
occasions  when  chlorination  fails,  are  those  derived  from  the  wild 
creatures  and  decaying  leaves  in  a deciduous  wood. 

Sewage  Disposal 

There  has  been  little  reason  for  disquiet  over  the  working  of  this 
interesting  but  little  known  part  of  the  Council's  activities.  It  will 
be  remembered  that  many  years  ago  a former  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
pressed  hard  for  a new  and  expensive  works.  The  rate  of  development 
in  Horncastle  has  not  been  such  as  to  require  any  greatly  increased 
volume  of  sewage  treated.  Nevertheless,  year  by  year,  most  people  use 
a little  more  water  each  day  and  it  all  needs  purification  befere  it 
can  go  into  the  river.  There  is  now  little  reserve  capacity  in  either 
sewers  or  disposal  plant  for  further  increases  in  load.  Some  of  the 
difficulty  arises  from  the  age  of  the  system  end  consequent  leakiness 
of  sewer- joints.  Soil-water  which  can  be  quite  high  in  a wet  season, 
leeks  into  the  pipes  and  increases  the  flow  to  the  limit.  Plans  should 
be  laid  for  the  reduction  of  this  leakage  whenever  possible  end  for  the 
ultimate  extension  or  replacement  of  the  existing  works. 


Refuse  Disposal 

The  Hemingby  Lane  refuse  tip  is  now  the  property  of  the  Council 
and  as  forecast,  with  the  displacement  of  water,  its  nuisance  value  has 
been  reduced  to  negligible  proportions.  The  tractor  has  provided 
valuable  in  handling  covering  material,  etc. 


Housing 

This  remained  the  weakest  link  in  the  Council's  activity,  but  spart 
from  subsidized  housing,  the  Council  cannot  be  expected  to  be  any  more 
efficient  then,  private  enterprise  in  providing  normal  family  housing. 
There  is  an  increasing  need  for  old  peoples  dwellings  and,  although  not 
the  absolute  cheapest  in  direct  cost  to  the  District,  the  grouped 
dwelling  system,  with  a harden  and  a system  of  a push  button  in  each 
dwelling  which  rings  an  alarm  bell  in  the  arden'  s house  and  turns  on 
the  indicator  light  outside  the  door  of  the  dwelling  concerned,  has 
much  to  commend  it. 
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The  advantage  of  the  warning  light,  as  used  in  Aylsham,  Norfolk 
is  that  apart  from  the  "far den,  police,  ambulance  men,  ‘and  in  fact 
many  conscientious  citizens  quickly  realize  that  it  is  a call  for  help 
and  will  spare  the  few  moments  needed  to  get  the  help  on  the  way. 

T.'ith  some  25^  of  Horncastle  people  in  the  65  years  age  group  the 
needs  of  the  d/derly  need  very  substantial  consideration.  This  is  so 
even  though  many  old  folk  quietly  manage  to  exist  uncomplainingly  in 
dwellings  that  were  old  when  their  occupants  were  yet  unborn.
